It Is Aimed To Cover a Variety of 
Cases—Constant Troubles in Small 
Towns—Many Complaints 
Because of Jealousies 
Over the Offices. 


Washington, February 6.—(Special.)—The 
resignation of Loftin as postmaster at Ho- 
gansvilie has been long expected at the 
department, but so far it is a 
case of the letter that never came. Indeed, 
it is so long overdue that those who ex- 
pected it have given up all idea of 
coming and now high officials and low con- 
nected with that important branch of th¢ 
government service are engaged in de- 
claring that they know nothing of any boy- 
cott on Loftin: that they have no com- 
plaint from him, and that so far as they 
know the affairs of the office are running

President McKinley may, in due course 
of sifting at the hands of his secretaries, 
see the letter which ‘Postmasier Loftin is 
said to have written him, but up to the 
present neither the president nor the offi- 
cials of the postoffice department have any

Hai Hoped To Hear Nothing More. 


The newspaper stories of the continua- 
tion or renewal of that boycott have beer 
read with much interest and no little cha- 
grin by Postmaster Gerieral Gary and As- 
sistant Postmas‘er General Bristow. The) 
had hoped tn hear nothing more of Ho 
gansville. or ef the triJc of their colored 
postmaster there. Both of these gentlemen 
are very positive in the:r declarations that 
they have had ro complaints from Loftin: 
that so far as they know there is no boy- 
cott against that office, amd that thetr 
experiment in giving tho south negro post- 
masters is not the failure that the news- 
papers have mude it appear. They are in- 
clined to discredit those publications and 
to charge all the trouble to the desire of 
the democratic newspapers to keep the 
race question before the people. 

“There has been no complaint of a boy- 
coit at Hogansville since that first flurry 
last fail and no complaint of any kind 
from Loftin,’’ said General Bristow, with 
great positiveness. ‘‘When the trouble oc- 
curred we sent inspectors down there to 
discover ff possibie who shot the man. 
There is no doubt that he was shot, but 
whether it was over the postoffice trou- 
bies or for some other reason no man can 
tell. I gave the people of Hogansville no- 
tice that he was to remain postmaster un- 
less he violated the laws and he has re- 
mained there ever since. We have heard 
no complaint from hira. Tf there jis a boy- 
cott we have no offic:al information of it.” 

Mr. Bristow says it is true that Loftin 
did want to get a place up here, but he 
told the colored postmaster to go back. 
run his office right and he would have 
no trouble. That, he declares, is the last 
he has heard of it. 

The Bingham Bill. 

I asked Mr. Bristow about the Bingham 
b'll, whieh ts said to have been inspired 
by the Hogansville troubies. ‘That bill,” 
he said, “is general in its application and 
its purpose is to correct an evil entirely 
different from that at Hongansvyille, though 
it might, perhaps, bear upon the troubles 
such as have been experienced there. We 
have constant complaints from smal]! places 
all over the country of what might be 
called a boycott, though 1t’is hardly that. 
In the small towns the fight for the post- 
office is usually between rival stores 
persons connected with them and the ri- 
valry is not so much to get the revenue 
from the postoffice, but rather to get the 
business which is supposed to go with the 
ofice. The merchant who has the post- 
Office is supposed ta have a better showing 
at the trade of its patrons tian his rival. 
You Know how that is: it is sw in every 
small community. 

“Well, the result of that is often trouble 
applicant. The rivairy 
between two contcsiants runs high. Each 
has his friends and supporterg, and after 
a decision is reached the friends of the 
defeated applicant often stick to him, de- 
positing their letters for him to mail and. 
to all purposes, setting up a rival office. 
That has occurred not once or twice, but 
often, and in every state in the un‘on. We 
have had many complaints of maij going 
wrong, and on investigaifon some such 
state of affairs as 1 have described has 
been unearthed by the inspectors. General 
Bingham’s bill is aimed to give the inspec- 
tors power in cases like this to require that 
mail shall be sent, through the postoffice. 
It may apply to the Hogansville case, but 
was not inspired by that any more than by 
a number of others.”

Several days ag> The Constitution re- 
quested from a number of mayors of Geor- 
gia towns an expression on the subject of 
munictpal exemption. The replies that have 
been reeeived indicate an absolute unanim- 
ity of opinion. The various mayors state 
that it is a ripe time for a step tn the dl- 
rection of giving substantial encourage- 
ment to manufacturers. 

The convention will be called to order 
next Thursday morning by Governor At- 
kinson, and the meeting will be then turn- 
ed over to the temporary chairman, Cap- 
tain T. B. Neal, president of the chamber 
of commerce of Atlanta. At the night ses-

Take 
the five republics, which will average more 
than double that of Honduras in population, 
their imports of the coarser class cotton 
goals will amount to more than ‘en 
million dollars a year, and these goods are 
imported mostiy from Europe. It appears 
to me that it 4s possible to save 20 per 
cent on these goods by manufacturing 
them here in the south and sh'pping them 
out through southern ports, as it is only 
three to four days by steamer to Yucatan, 
3alize, Laboca, Livingston, Puerto Cortez, 
Truzilla and other Céntral American ports. 
1 think this should be a very great induce- 
ment to manufacture the cotton here where 
it is grown. The freights, insurance, 
handling, etc., to ship the cotton to 
Europe, and the fabrics back to Central 
and South America would be aimost a 
clean saving. Of course I favor all ex- 
emptions and privileges to manufacturers 
that can be consistently granted. [ hope 
this convention may be the means of 
throwing some new light on manufacturing 
in the south, and especially in Georgia.

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POSTAL BENEFITS 
That Is What Congressman Griggs Is 
Working To Accomplish. 
THE LARGE CITIES GET IT ALL 


The Fight They Are Making Against 
Reduction—What It Meanm 


SMALL TOWNS SHOULD HAVE FREE DELIVERY 


When Big Cities Have Six Each Day. 
| Figures Showing Expense 
and Receipts. 


Washington, February  6.—(Special.)— 
There seems at last some chance that the 
people who live outside of the favored 
localities in the east may receive some 
benefit from the milliong that go annually 
to maintain the posta] service. Not that 
there is likelihood of more than a start 
in this congress, but a start is something 
and with it more substantial benefits will 
follow later. 

During the last few days the attention 
of the country has heen drawn to the in- 
equality in postal facilities ag perhaps it 
has never been before. This has been done 
unwittingly by the representatives from 
the big cities of the east who, in their 
protest against a necessary scaling of the 
appropriation which they have been get- 
ting, have shown that they have been get- 
ting entirely too much. 

The Georgia member of the committee 
on postoffices and post roadg is Judge 
Griggs, of the second district. Ever since 
he came to congress Judge Griggs has 
been active in committee urging the neces- 
sity of a more equitable distribution of 
postal benefits so that instead of the cities 
getting it all, the people who live in the 
country may get something. He believes 
there should be q liberal apnropriation for 
the inauguration of a free rural delivery 
system and fhat to meet this expense all 
that is necessary is a sensible reavction 
of the service in the cities. 

Griggs Explains the Situation. 

I asked Judge Griggs to rive tre some 
details showing the differences that exist. 

“The situation as I understand it is this,” 
said he. “The postoffice department bas 
contracted to spend for free delivery in 
the cities $160,000 more than the a>propria- 
tion for that purpose authorizes. When 
the first assistant postmaster general sug- 
gested the deficiency to the chairman of 
the postoffice committee of the house, 
he was very properly informed that the 
department should cut down iis exj«nses 
to fit the appropriation. The el%ort of the 
department to do this has caused the ccm- 
plaints from interested cities ard tteir 
representatives. 

“Every representative here is desirous 
of securing for. his constituency the very 
best possible mafl service, and it is natu- 
ral that these gentlemen should wbject to 
any reduction of forces and conseg'iea!ly 
of deliveries in their districts. Let ug se6e 
if such objection is right. New Zork has 
nine deliveries daily in the business por- 
tions and seven in the residence portions. 
Philadeiphia has seven in the business and 
five in the residence districts. Other cities 
have from four in the residence ‘o seven 
in the business districts. As I understand 
it, the order of Mr. Heath, instead of 
making the reduction where the number 
of deliveries is plainly excessive, proposed 
to cut the carrier force in all the free de 
iivery cities in the same proportion, thus 
reducing cities with four deliveries in the 
same ratio as cities with nine deliveries. 

What Need of More Than Four? 

“Now, #t strikes me that the need of no 
city demands more than four dally deliv- 
eries of mail matter. With nine deliverics 
daily it would seem to me that one carpier 
would ‘tread upon another’s heel so fast 
they follow.’ A delivery at 8, one at 10, 
one at 12 and another at 2 would cover! 
the business day in any city in the United 
States. Should any business actually need 
any more frequent communication with 
correspondents the telegraph and _ tela 
phone service at private rather than pub- 
lic expense stands ready to accommo- 
date it. 

“IT would not be understood as opposing 
a reasonably frequent delivery of mails in 
cities. I realize that if a merchant in 
Dawson or Aibany writes a letter to a 
merchant in New York it is 
the interest of both that the 
ter be promtply delivered; 
fail to see the necessity 
deliveries in the business districts of any 
city between the hours of 8 a. m. and 5 
p. m. It is wholly unnecessary; and as for 
seven deliveries in the residence districts 
the desire is preposterous, and the idea 
ridiculous. What need is there for such fre- 
quent delivery of mail matter which carries 
at most only invitations to a ball or or- 
ders to the baker, grocer or butcher? Yet 
representatives complain at, and public 
meetings denounce, the so-called parsimony 
of congressmen who would see this thing 
brought within a reasonable limit. 

It Is Different Elsewhere. 

‘The merchant & a small town gets his 
mail once or at most twice a day by 
calling for ft at the postoffice. The farmer 
gets his once or dt best three times a 
week by riding or walking several miics 
for it! Yet we are not flooded with com- 
plaints from them at the infrequency of 


the mails. 
“City members here say that free deliv- 


' 


} 


ery pays its own way, and that the re- | 


mainder of the country has no right to 
complain. It is true that the large cities 
of the country pay a surplus into the de- 
partmental treasury, but it is not true that 
they pay more than fheir share of the sur- 
plus annually as compared with hundreds 
of non-free delivery offices. I wil! compare 
the surplus of several free delivery offices 
with several that do rot now enjoy the 
privilege. I give the percentage of expense 
to receipts:

Add to the ex- 
pense account of the cities in government 
buildings the interest on money invested 
and a still more favorable showing is made 
for the non-delivery offices. 
The Comparison Is Fair. 
“T do not pretend to say that the post- 
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large cities pay no more surplus in propor- 
tion to receipts than do Albany, Dawson, 
Thomasville, Cordele and hundreds of other 
towns in the United States now without 
free delivery. The people of the rural dis- 
tricts are entitled to more consideration at 
the hands of congress. There are no farm- 
ers’ boards of trede or chambers of com- 
rrerce to push the interests of the country 
residents. Hence the country man is often 
the ‘forgotten man’ in the halls of legis- 
lation. Before there are more deliveries per 
day in New York, Philadelphia and oer 
large cities there ought to be more deliv- 
cries per week to the farmers and country 
people throughout the United States. 

“IT am quite sure,” continued Judge 
Griggs, “that the committee en postoffices 
will recommend an increased appropriation 
for this purpose this year. It will rest with 
the house and senate to pass or defeat 
itt. The first assistant postmaster general 
tells me that with one million dollars at 
his command free mail delivery practically 
all over the United States can be put into 
effect in a very short time. I feel sure that 
the committee will recommend a large 
amount, though perhaps not quite up to 
this estimate. I shall continue to press this 
matter upon congress and I feel confident of 
securing such legislation before very long 
as will permit the resident of the most re- 
mote section of our cOuntry to receive his 
mail at his home every day in the year.”

Bark Leaves Brunswick with a Good

University Boys Agree—Prof. Herty 
May Withdraw Resignation. 
Athens, Ga., February 6.—(Special.)—Ev- 
erything at present points to a complete 
adjustment of the university athletic trou- 

bles. 

The domination of athletic matters by 
fraternity politics is to be overthrown and 
as that was the cause af Dr. Herty’s re- 
Signation as physical director, it is be- 
lieved that he will withdraw the resigna- 
tion when he jis assured that this objec- 
tionable feature is removed. 

The rank and file of the Greek 
fraterniiy men recognized the fact yester- 
day 'that affairs were fast drifting to the 
point where the life of fraternities at the 
university was being put in jeopardy. 

So they at once put on the brakes, had 
the athletic council reverse its former ac- 
tion, poured oil on the trowbled waters and 
sent torth tne dove of peace. 

Tomorrow afternoon a represeniative 
from each of tne fraternites will meei at 
the Demosthenian hall together with non- 
fraternity.men. Their work will be to de- 
vise plans whereby college politics may be 
completely e'iminated trom college ath- 
letics. They have a big job on hand, but 
believe they will be successful in their ef- 
forts. 

Ten yeas ago all the oratorical and 
debating positiona were given out by the 
elective system instead of by competition 
as at present.

The boys left their homes on Church 


street yesterday afternoon shortly after 3 
o'clock, telling Mrs. Homer Dozier, Walk- 
er’s mother, where they were going. She 
told them she did not approve of their go- 
ing to the Exposition park on Sunday, but 
they replied they were only going for a 
walk and Mrs. Dozier made no further ob- 
jections. 

After walking around the grounds for a 
while the boys thought of some pigeons 
they had seen in the forestry building, 
and Willie suggested that a few of the 
birds be taken home. With this intention 
the boys entered the building and walked 
up the steps leading to the tower. 

An old trap door, loose on its hinges, and 
insecurely fastened, composed the floor of 


the tower, and on this Willie stepped. 


No sooner had his full weight rested on 
the door than the rickety trap gave way, 
precipitating the boy to the floor, forty 
feet below. Walker Dozier, hearing the cry 
of his cousin, looked down just in time 
to see Willie’s body fall limp, face down- 
ward on the ralling. 

Walker shrieked for help and hurried to 
the aid of his cousin. Patrolman Barrett, 
who is the park beat, was among the 
first to reach the side of the injured boy. 

The officer sent some one to telephone 
for the ambulance. Willie recognized him, 
as he was a frequent visitor to the park, 
and held out his arms to him. Barrett took 
hoid of the boy’s hand, and Willie's tight- 
ened his grip on the policeman’'s fingers, 
drawing him down. 

Blood was trickling from his mouth. For 
the first time he spoke. He had pulled 
Barrett down close to the ground = and 
asked scarcely above a whisper, ‘Do you 
think I will die?” 

“No, I don't ‘think so, my iboy,”’ 
the officer. 

“Well, if I do it will kill my mother. Oh, 
my poor mother, who is dying now. Mr. 
Barrett I am going. God is calling me. I 
can scarcely get my breath. What will my 
mother say.’

WOODWARD ON RECENT CASE. 


Superintendent Gives Attitude of De- 
partment in Reference To Cutting 
Off Water from Residences. 


Superintendent Park Woodward, of the 
waterworks department, made the follow- 
ing Statement yesterday in reference to 
the triai of Mrs. Crawford in police court 
xriaay afternoon’ 

“The city enacted a law that when a new 
tap is made the party applying for the 
same is required to pay for the water for 
at least tweive months. This was an or- 
dinance enacted by ihe city council May 
Zlat, 1897. ‘ne necessity for it arose trom 
the fact that the city makes these taps at 
ay OWN expense, and they cost from 310 to 
$15, according to the locality. it freguently 
nappens that people will order taps made, 
and the c.ty pays out its money in cash, 
and then tne person ordering the tap or 
owner of the property, orders tne water 
cut off, the result of which is that the city 
is out the amount of cash that the tap 
cost, and gets nothing for it. 

“When the tap is made, the party apply- 
ing signg a written obligation recit‘ng taHis 
ordinance on the face, expressly agrecing 
to abide by the rulés and regulations. 

“In the case of Mrs. Crawford, applica- 
tion for the tap was made by Mr. J. W. Al- 
exander, owner of the property, and he in 
writ.ng and in substance agreed that if the 
city would put in the tap for him the wa- 
ter would be taken and paid for twelve 
months. This would not be full, but only 
part compensation for the city’s outlay. 
It seems that Mr. Alexander rented the 
property to Mrs. Crawford, and the request 
was meade at the water office to render the 
bills to her. This was done, but ohe re- 
fused to pay the bill, or to pay anything 
for the water, and, of course, under the 
rule. the water had to be cut off and bill 
collected as provided by law. The water 
department had noth ng to do with making 
a case against her, and knew nothing about 
any such case being made in the recorder’s 
court. This was done by the san‘tary de- 
partment. If the sanitary officers had ap- 
plied to this office for information, or if 
we had known of the case and been repre- 
sented in the recorder’s court, a very dif- 
ferent resuit would have been had. 

“Judge Calhoun says that h‘s attention 
had not been called to the ordinance in 
question requiring the holder of a new tap 
to take water for twelve months If it had, 
of course the effect would have been differ- 
ent.”

It is the ulti- 
mate in all men, saint, sinner, scientist or 
what not. [t is when peril approaches that 
Prayer is seized upon as potent and it ts 
then that the prayer springs from unre- 
served feelings and sincerist emotions. I 
was told by an old sailor the story of a 
ship voyage. It was in 1852 that he was on

persons had died. Ten thousand dollars was 
offered by one man for « pint of water. The 
ehip was becalmed. The captuin ordered 
praver for 10 o'clock one morning. About 
half of those on the ship attended. Prayer 
was ordered aguin for 2 o'clock in the af- 
ternoon. This time about two-thirds of 
those on board appeared. A third prayer 
meeting was called for 5 o'clock.

eople pray. While they were praying a 

reeze set up and on the third day they 
reached port safely. Those people felt the 
need of prayer—and they prayed.” 


Be Honest in Business. 

Dr. Morrison in the course of his sermon 
took up an interesting line. He said that 
eerving God did mean the mere at- 
tendance at church. That God could not be

“Every business man,” said he, “should 
conduct his affairs just as if he knew God 
were looking every account, There 
should be fair dealing with every man.

And 
you would see the signs where 
now is: ‘To let! To let! To let!’ ”’ 

Dr. Morrison advised the young men to 
forfeit their jobs rather than he parties (0 
Gishonest methods. He then told of how 
he had requested change for a five-dollar 
bill. His request was refused on the plea 
of ‘‘no change.’ Dr. Morrison then pur- 
chased 10 cents worth of fruit. He received 
the proper change. 

“I don't mind spending 10 cents just to 
find out a man,” said Dr. Morrison.

CONGREGATIONS TOO SMALL 


Alarming Per Cent of Members Do Not 
Attend Sunday Night. 
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LESS ATTEND WEDNESDAY NIGHT'S MEETING

Pastor of Trinity Church Sees Calam- 
ity Ahead if a Revival Is Not 
Commenced. , 
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W. Roberts, pastor of Trinity 
church, preached at that chureh yesterday 
morning on “The Duty of Regular Attend- 
ance on Public Worship.” 

He said in his opening remarks'7 that 
there were some subjects upon which he 
had been afraid to preach, One of these 
was ‘‘Family Government;’’ another was 
the subject of his lecture yesterday morn- 
ing. The reason he had never done this 
he said was on account of the apparent 
presumption it seemed to imply. It implies 
“Come to hear me, and I will show you 4 
thing or two.”’ 

Continuing Dr. Roberts said: 

“But we have come to new times and to 
a new and unusual state of things. We 
have come to a time when in all the large 
cities most of the central churches ere virt- 
ually without congregations at the Sunday 
night preaching service and the Wednes- 
day night prayer meeting service. Many of 
the Congregational and Presbyterian 
churches of the north and the east have 
already closed their doors on Sunday nights 
for want of congregations, and we are rap- 
idly approaching the same state of things 
in the south. 

“Probably 75 per cent of the members of 
central city churches attend on Sunday 
mornings, while not more than an average 
of 10 per cent of them on Sunday nights, 
and not more than 5 per cent attend the 
Wednesday prayer meeting. Twenty-five 
per cent of them never attend any church 
at all.” 

Dr. Roberts said he had no reason to 
complain of the congregations of Trinity 
church when compared to those of other 
churches, but considering Trinity’s attend- 
ance according to the membership it was 
“distress ingly discouraging.”’ 
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Continuing he said: 
Smali Churches Close Sunday Night. 


“So that the time has come when the 
question, ‘Shall we close these churches on 
Sunday nights and Wednesday nights’ 
must be considered seriously. How a 
church can do without a prayer meeting 
I don’t know, and how it can consistently 
surrender the Sunday night service 1 can’t 
understand. If we are to get down to this 
it seems to me that the next step will be 
to do,away with the Sunday morning ser- 
vice, and write ‘Ichabod’ over the closed 
doors of the temples of God and proclaim 
that Christianity is a thing of the past. 

“Comparatively few even of the officia! 
members of such churches attend either the 
Sunday night service or the prayer meet- 
ing service, and if the leading members of 
a church set a bad’ example by virtue of 
their position in the chuech they may rest 
assured that the example will be followed. 

“It is said that the church is iosing iis 
hold on the masses any way, and if this 
be so, the question of church attendance 
on the part of members of the church is 
not much a question of whether they 
themselves shall be either entertained or 
benefited by any particular service, but 
whether by their example they will help to 
hold the masses to Christianity. A large 
congregation at every service speaks yol- 
umes to the world in the way of proclaim- 
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while a little handful of sleepy worshipers 
especially in a church that has a large 
membership, advertises the whole thing 
to the world as a farce, and impresses the 
world with the idea that the chureh itself 
does not believe .in its own religion. I 
have been ashamed to have people out of 
the church look in on some of the congre- 
gations that I have seen assembled for the 
worship of God. J have felt that a better 
impression for Christianity would have 
been made if no service at all had been 
held.”’ 

In regard to the meetings at the taberna- 
cle Dr. Roberts said he was in sympathy 
with them, but could not see why it should 
be necessary in this day of churches to 
have to leave the churches and go else- 
where to preach in order to induce people 
to hear the gospel. He said the novelty of 
the thing, the free air and relax of the stiff 
social bearing of the church doubtless have 
something to do with it. He said that the 
effect of small congregations on a preach- 
er’s mind was paralyzing. He said: 

“This condition has led many preachers, 
in order to make sure of a congregation, to 
resort to those questionable, sensational or 
claptrap methods which in this claptrap 
age always secures a crowd. Many peo- 
ple. do not want solid preaching. They 
want sensationalism. [ could pack this 
house next Sunday morning by keeping it 
announced in the papers this week that I 
am going to preach next Sunday morn- 
ing on ‘Fools.’ The sermon might be a 
very poor one, but the sensational  an- 
nouncement if kept in the papers a few 
days would bring the crowd. I shall not 
announce the subject in the papers, but I 
believe | will vield far enough to the de- 
Sire of sensationalism to announce here 
that this is precisely the subject that I 
expect to preach on next. Sunday morning, 
providence permitting, and the weather not 
interfering.”’ 

Dr. Roberts talked very plainly to those 
members who hunt everywhere for an ex- 
cuse to keep from the church. He said that 
going to church was not religion nor stay- 
ing away from church was not irreligion, 
but going to church its one of the things 
that religion will do. He said staying 
at home and reading a sermon was not 
worship, but was a sermon against going 
to church on account of the bad example.

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SPRINGTIME STUFFS. 


Spring Millinery Promises To 
Show Wide‘Brims and Mucb 
Silver-Gray Straw. 


New York, February 6.—A talk about 
challis could easily fill the whole of our 
fashion letter, for here they are from the 
first batch of soft and tempting beauties, 
and any woman can take her choice, pay- 
Ing In money all the way from B® to 6 
cents a yard. A challis is a perfectly safe 
and solid investment for spring, summer 
or autumn wear. such fine artistic feeling 
nave the manufacturers showed in the 
dyeing, decoration and weaving of their 
new output, that it is almost impossible 
to buy a truly ugly one, and if the ex- 
pensive brands are the most beautiful the 
cheaper ones are far and away the most 
durable. 

Candor and experience compels the warn- 
ing that if any woman is deciding to buy 
a challis at 6 cents a yard, let her select 
it in a pretty pale tone, and keep it as one 
of her calling and church toilets exclusive- 
ly. These high-priced weaves are delicious 
to the touch und graceful as china silk, 
but they are back again with the charm- 
ing satin stripe, and they will not bear 
up under the stress of shopping tours, 
travel, etc.

TENNESSEE TAKES DECIDED ACTION 


Legislature Passes Law Taxing Com- 
panies Enormous Sums—The 
Fight in Other Sections. 


HE tax committee of the city coun- 
| cil held a meeting at the city hall 
Saturday afternoon and again con- 


sidered the trading stamp question. 
City Attorney Anderson was instructed 


tu draw up an ordinance prohibiting entire- 


ly the sale or use of trading stamps in the 
wity, prescribing $100 fine or thirty days’ 
in prisonment, either or both, in thg discre- 
tion of the recorder, as a punishment. The 
use or sale of one single stamp, therefore, 
might re sult in a good deal of trouble for 
the offe ndex provided the ordinance be- 


comes a law. 

When the committee first decided to at- 
temp: to run the International Trading 
Stamp Company out of the city it was not 
determined whether to use high Neense or 
entire prohibition the means. Saturday 
the committee appeared to be more opposed 
to the business than ever, and the mem- 
bers unanimously agreed to stop the busl- 
ness at once, if possible. 

Judge Anderson will have this ordinance 
ready by the council meeting this af- 
ternoon. It is probable the stamp people 
will be represented at the meeting and will 
wage a determined war against the adop- 
tion of the measure. The majority of the 
councilmen, however, are said to be op- 
posed to the operation of the company, and 
it is thought the ordinance will be passed 
by a good mafority. 

In this case it is believed the stamp peo- 
ple will immediately apply for an injunc- 
tion, and thus test ‘tthe legality of the 
municipal statute. The stamp fight, there- 
fore, only appears to be in its incipiency. 
Tre opposition is determined to run the 
concern out of town, and is leaving no 
Stone upturned in this direction. 

Stamps Killed in Tennessee. 

A ecmmercia!l was exactly similar to the 
local one in Atlanta has been going on in 
Tennessee cities for some time, where the 
stamp company has tried to iocate. 

Both branches of the Tennessee legiela- 
ture have passed a _ bill assessing such 
an enormaus tax on stamp concerns that 
they wil! be forced to quit business. 

In fact, stamp agitation seems to be g0- 
ing the rounds of the country. The follow- 
ing clipping from The Richmond Dispatch 
chuws northern cities are having the same 
trouble with this alleged evil: 

“The movement against the trading 
stamp system is spreading. When the leg- 
islature of Delaware reassembied on Tues- 
day Mr. Donaldson gave notice that he 
would introduc e a bill for the suppression 
of trading stamps in Wilmington. The bill, 
as framed, provides that all persons con- 
victed of giving trading stamps or their 
equivalent shall be subject to a fine of not 

than 225 or more than $100 and six 
mont}!

“As has been shown in these columns, in 
several other states legislative or judicial 
power is being invoked to wipe out the 
evil. 

“In view of the immense business inter- 
ests that enlisted in the fight ‘against 
the prevailing trading stamp enterprises 
it is difficult to understand how any leg!
